Immoral Isabella? is not the wisest 
vehicle pr ble for carrying Frances 
Starr to everlasting glory, and certainly 
her work in Lawton Campbell's piece 
dor not enhance its hances of being 
fitted to a five-foot shelf. The produc- 
tion could best be described as disap- 
pc nt ’ 

The piece is billed as a comedy, but 
its ingredients and their presentation 
indicate more satire and burlesque 
The pla in theory is commendable It 
seems to aim a little good-natured fun 
poking at the more intimate incidents 
surrounding the discovery of the coun- 
try from the Spanish angle. Accord- 
ingly, the king and queen of Spain, 


Christopher Columbus, a powerful 
church dignitary and one or two others 


of that time are costumed a la 1492 
and given the speech and actions of 
Erie Basin, Brooklyn, 1927. A sort of 


reverse form of Hamlet in modern 
clothes. 

With the scene thus planted, three 
acts are given over to a sweating, 
puffing effort at working for laughs 
with clumsy implements The basis of 


these implements is simple and may be 
resolved into two forms: the pun and 
the ridiculous via contrast The latter 
is the underlying connecting thread, it 
would seem, and traces its ancestry 
directly to the burlesque wheel. Every 
“burleyque” show at one time or an- 
other has used the scene wherein the 
tramp comic calls his straight man to 
the trough and, with many guffaws, 
gives him a grand story about his meet- 


ing with a celebrity, say, for example, 
Calvin Coolidge. Eventually he springs 


some such punch line as: “An’ I says 
to ‘im, ‘Cal’, I says, ‘me an’ you are 
gonna de great little pals.’” The house 
then yells, not at the lines, but at the 
idea of comradeship between a bum and 
the President 

In Immoral Isabella? this contrast, ap- 
pealing to the sense of fitness and the 
ridiculous, is supplied by giving the 
nobility supposedly racy, slangy language 
to be delivered in undignified manner. 
It is funny for three minutes as a single 
incident in a burlesque show, but stupid 
and not justified when stretched into 
three acts as the basis for a play. 

The other underlying ingredient, 
pun, naturally dependent to a large 
degree on this attempt at contrast. 
More frequently it is a timely variation

of the pun that is used to produce 
humor. For instance, the curtain line 
of the second act, which is an acknowl- 
edgment of a gold ring, reads prac- 


tically like this: “Ring is too trite a 
name for so precious a gift; rather let 
us call it my Columbus Circle.” The 
closing line of the show is a similar 
play off “Knights of Columbus”, and 
such constructions occur, it would 
seem, about every third minute thruout 
the play. This idea, too, may be satis- 
factory if employed once in a long time, 
but irritates when resorted to con- 
tinually and relied upon for punches. 


Poor taste and coarseness are fre- 
quent in the construction. Allusions 
to the bedroom and various sections of 
the human anatomy border on vulgar- 
ity, not because of the subjects in 
point but because of the forced, flat 
and clumsy method of treatment. On 
the other hand, the show contains only 
two deep laughs, and both of these are 
built on these subjects. The author, 
however, has managed to do these par- 
ticular parts with deftness and light- 
ness The direction seems to suffer 
from the same ailment, for opportun- 
ities are lost for producing humorous 
effects This is especially so in the 
scene wherein Columbus shows his trink- 


ets, brought back from the “new world” 
to the court This entire scene is weak 
and unconvincing. 


Frances Starr is the only member of 
the cast who can even make a pretense 
of acting. But even she is commendable 
only by contrast with her support, for 
she wrigcles and simpers thru her part 
in a way that is just too girlish and 
fetching for words. As for the support 


it is best merely to note that none has 
an easy time of it Reginald Mason 
probably is the most effective, and in 


the main gives a commendable perform- 
ance. 

Two accessories greatly enhance the 
production: the set, which is excellent- 
ly done, and the costumes, which are 
beautiful.

NEW YORK. Oct. 31.—The latest de- 
velopment in the problem growing out 
of the recent 50 per cent boost in vaude- 
ville haulage rates in the Greater New 
York area came this week when flash- 
act producers canceled all Tuture Sunday 
concert dates 

According to the producers, it is no 
longer possible to show a profit on such 
engagements under the present schedule 
of transfer rates. Most of these acts carrv 
from 10 to 20 pieces, thus running the 
“nut” up on such dates often above the 
salary offered 

Where possible, these producers have 
sought to have their routes switcNled so 
as to reduce the number of New York en- 
cagements to a minimum. They are also 
arranging their railroad routing so that 
acts passing thru New York have their 
baggage checked to destination

Fox, whose batting average on features 
is running high, falls back a few points 
with High School Hero, a juvenile pic- 
ture with juvenile folk, and, in the main, 
for juvenile diversion.

man and woman because it referred to 
one of our people as a “hasher”. True, 
this person may have been a “hasher”, 
but she has been accepted by our peo- 
ple, the people whom Joe Miller loved 
to refer to as his own, and to us the 
beautiful story was a “bloomer”. More 
than one circus executive and “rough- 
neck” of the tented world has spoken 
to me about this story, and I am sure 
that no intent was meant by the writer. 
He used the term most probably as 
“color”. 

I am glad that I attended the funeral 
of Colonel Joe. I am glad that hun- 
dreds of his friends motored from Okla- 
homa City, the city which I have 
chosen as my home, to do honor to the 
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showman. I am glad that the syme 
pathy expressed by the outsider was 
equally as sincere as that of the sea- 


soned circus trouper More than one 
business man 2f this city has stopped 
me since Friday evening and on thru 


until the present 
bad about Joe 


writing to say, “Too 
Miller. He was a prince, 
and it has been on my mind ever since 
his death.” It made me happy to know 
that one of our kind was so highly 
thought of. As tragic as Colonel Joe’s 
death was, his funeral was the most 
beautiful and impressive imaginable. I 
do not believe it possible to describe the 
grandeur such as it really was. No pen 
can write of the true sorrow and tears 
of the city man, cowpuncher, showman, 
roughneck and Indian. It was real and 
sincere. No pen can tell of the wonder- 
ful floral display, which completely 
covered the massive White House from 
top to bottom in a riot of colors. A 
dozen experienced florists were kept 
busy sprinkling the wreaths and sprays, 
and the tiny drops of water seemed to 
convey the impression that even the 
flowers mourned 

Visualize this picture. The great 
lawn surrounding the White House, the 
thousands of chairs used in the Wild 
West show, augmented by all the fold- 
ing chairs obtainable in half a dozen 
small cities, and the entire space o7cu- 
pied by real, sorrowing friends. On the 
veranda, amid its pyramid of flowers, 
reposed the casket which contained the 
earthly remains of our Colonel Joe. To 
the left of the big lawn the 101 Ranch 
band, blanketed Indians by the score, 
rugged cowboys and girls, showfolks, 
Cossacks and ranch hands. To the 
right, aproned Masonic bodies and rep- 
resentatives of other orders to which 
Joe belonged. To the front, thousands 
of old-time friends. a veritable sea of 
mournful faces Conspicuous, as it 
lacked the usual crowd of morbid on- 
lookers, and to the outside of this mass 
of humanity a fringe of black faces of 
the ranch cotton pickers. Truly, it was 
a far greater spectacle than ever pro- 
duced bv Joe Miller or any other show- 
man. We of the outdoor show world 
believe in God, and we pray that Joe 
looked down from above and we know 
that his heart swelled with pride and 
joy. 

It took a master mind to work out all 
the details, and this was done without 
ego or pomp. To Clint Finney fell this 
task, and he was not the Clint Finney 
whom we showfolks know. No display 
of jewelry, no ringing laugh, no natty 
suit, but a Clint Finney who was as 
truly sorrowful as any of Colonel Joe's 
near relatives. It was Clint Finney, 
general agent of the 101 Ranch Wild 
West Show, who laid out the route for 
Joe during the last three years, and it 
was fitting that Clint should lay the 
final route for his employer. Promptly 
at 2 pm. (just as Colonel Joe would 
wish) Finney nodded to the minister of 
the Christian Church at Ponca City, and 
the next hour was a review of Colonel 
Joe’s life. Then followed a young lady 
who sang Joe’s favorite song, The End 
of a Perfect Day, and surely it was @ 
perfect day. It was balmy and warm, 
hardly a breeze blowing. and it seemed 
as tho God outdid Himself to honor 
Joe. After the solo the Ponca Indians, 
led by a dozen chiefs, held a brief serv- 
ice. This was most impressive. But 
what brought tears afresh to thousands 
of eyes was the leading of Colonel Joe’s 
horse “Pedro”, fully saddled and bridled, 
with Joe’s boots reversed in the stir- 
rups, up to the bier. There stood this 
magnificent specie of the equine as if 
he were carved from marble, his head 
in the direction of his master’s casket, 
hardly moving a muscle, as tho he un- 


derstood the true significance of the 
occasion No wonder old-time cattle- 
men, showfolks, nattily dressed men 


and women friends from the city and 
even Governor Johnston of the State of 
Oklahoma wept. The services ended, 
and Mr. McFadden, of the Marland Re- 
fining Company, and Lou Wentz, both 
men several times multimillionaires, as- 
sociated with Colonel Joe in various oil 
properties, assisted in getting the long 
ribbon of motor cars started on Colonel! 
Joe's “last jump”, where he was laid 
to rest alongside his mother. 
Showfolks, it was a funeral. It would 
have made a better man or woman out 
of you to see the honor that was given 
to our brother Joe Miller. It reminded 
me of a solo offered during the services, 
“We have done a littie wrong and we 
have done a little right.” If Joe Miller 
ever did a wrong he surely did enough 
right to right the wrong. He was & 
gentleman. To those of us who wit- 
nessed the services that statement 


stands out more than ever—Joe Miller, 
gentleman.

But there are hundreds of parks tha‘ 
charge at the gate, and give absolute 
nothing for the money except an op 
portunity to the customer to spend 
more money before he can find any en- 
joyment bevond merely walking around 


and seeing what there is to see 

There are certain park men who figure 
this way: 

“In the spring, the people will come 
anyway; they have been cooped up all 
winter, and are oozing anxiety to get 
into the outdoor amusement centers 
again. 

“I will take their dimes and quarters 
at the gate as long as it lasts Later in 
the season, when the people are used to 
my park and business is falling off, I 
will book some free acts in to pep 
things up.” 

Such reasoning is unfair to the pub- 
lic, and usually the public does not have 
to be told by Having it from 
the housetops that it is being unfair) 
treated 

The park, if it charges a gate fee, 
should give value received for that fee 
all the time. 

It is customary for many parks to 
open on Decoration Day. 

There are parks that open on Decora- 
tion Day just because it is customary 

The free acts cught to be there, right 
off the bat. The band ought to be giv- 
ing its concerts—night is best, of course 

The public has a right to expect it 

A dime is not much, nor is a quarter 
Many have them. But in some families 
there are enough tickets to buy to make 
a dollar before Father, Mother and al!

the showing of certain films, which, it 
was held, ridiculed “the old sod”. If 


this ordinance is adopted, vaudeville will 
not be directly affected, altho it might 
mean the revoking of the license of a 
theater showing both vaudeville and 
motion pictures. However, vaudeville 
has geod reason to be concerned. There 
is nothing to prevent the Irish or the 
Scectch from petitioning the Board of 
Aldermen to devise some such legislation 
for the two and more a day. Most cer- 
tainly the Caledonians would have little 
difficulty in mustering up strong argu- 
ments for the adoption of such a meas- 
ure. And that’s no joke! 


THE MAN WHO SAID that one man’s 
meat was another man’s poison would 
probably get a lot of satisfaction if he 
heard vaudevillians relate some circum- 
stances that almost meant the closing 
of their theatrical careers. The thought 
is suggested by hearing a coterie of 
vaudeville performers exchange notes re- 
cently on what had been the “toughest” 
audience they have ever faced There 

was not @ pair in the crowd who agreed 
on a certain town as being specially dis- 
agreenble to vaudevillians One chap 
mentioned a city in Massachusetts 
where, he said, the audience was brutally 
frank in its expression of disapproval. 
But his statement was challenged by 
another performer who chirped in with 
the opinion that the same city had been 
lavish in its welcome and favor to him 
on every engagement. So it went—one 
city was “terrible” to one performer 
and another had found it one of the 
bright spots in his itinerary What 
causes this perversity? Is it the vaude- 
villian or the mood of the audience 
toward certain acts? It would be inter- 
esting to know if there is any city that 
stands alone in the vaudeville circuits 
where unanimity exists as to its rough 
treatment of vaudeville actors. Nearly 
every vaudevillian has his favorite cities 
and in the same ratio there are spots 
where he would just as soon .ace the 
torments of the inferno as play these 
spots. Have any vaudevillians anything 
to say in this connection? 


‘WHILE GAGS ARE ADMITTED to be 
the backbone of vaudeville—at least in 
the comedy act field—there are instances 
of these being used at certain times to 
defeat the purposes for whjch they were 
formed. Not more than a year ago one 
of the gagsmiths along the big stem 
started the one rolling about the foreign- 
born parent who sent his son to a board- 
ing school in order to have the latter 
freed from an accent in speech The 
punch line is too well known to be re- 
peated here. The gag was good vaude- 
ville fare the first several months. At 
that time it was used by several story 
tellers who know how to put the worst 
wheeze over and get a good laugh. Since 


then few bills are complete without 
this “Vell, I'll tell ye” line being used by 
one of the acts. Admitting that the 


gag still gets plenty of laughs the pro- 
longation of its use is hardly warranted 
when it is taken into consideration that 
hordes of vaudeville patrons—those who 
have been listening to the gag for 
menths—use an occasion of this kind to 
knock vaudeville and figuratively throw 
thetr portion of sticks on the two-a- 
day's funeral pyre. We are temporarily 
freed from the sickening mediocrity of 
the “tramps in the woods” nifty and 
with the assistance of bookers and cir- 


cult executives something can be done 
bout extricating the accent wheeze from 
its squatter
